Belgrade, Aug. 1.—A new Danube Convention, depriv- © 
ing the Western Allies of most of their-navigation rights 
along Europe's greatest waterway, is expected by Western 
observers to emérge from the 10-nation conference meet- 
ing here. . 


The Western powers, it is be- 
lieved, will maintain their insis- 
tence on their rights acquired 
under the 1921 Convention after 
the first World War, but this is 
expected to have: little practical 
effect on the new river regime. 


When Britaln and France stated 
their claims under this. Convention 
at yesterdgy’s session, M. Andrei 
Vyshinsky,. the. “Deputy Foreign 

inister, asserted that the Conven- 
lapsed through: treatics 
signed by the Western powers before 
the war as well as through the 
snus in the Balkan peace treaties 
of 1947. 


He told the Western powers that 
the “door was open for .them to 
leave" the conference. lf they would 
not accept {ts majority decisions. 
Six of the cignt riparian countrics— 
through which the Danube passcs— 
are members. of .thd Soviet “bloc” 
and of the other two, Austrin is only 
an observer .at ‘the conference, 
Germany is not represented.
